The nomination of Gen. Harrison has 
stirred up the city as it never was before.

light. When the totals of the first ballot 
were announced and Harrison was seen to 
be climbing close onto Shéerman’s position 
there was a general outburst of delight. 
Boutelle's withdrawal of Blaine's name had 
also caused cheers loud and long and a wide 
teeling of relief was expressed. When Cali- 
fornia opened the second ballot of the day by 
going over in a body to Indiana's favorit the 
crowds then began to grow unruly in excite- 
ment. Business-men deserted tneir offices 
and blocked up Meridian and Washington 
streets. All traffic came toa standstill and 
the whole city gave itself up to receiving the 
news with a full sense of the glorious reali- 
gation upon it. The scepes of wild abandon 
in the streets increased as night approached. 


| Men with red painted hats bearing banners 


and pictures of Harrison roamed over the 
streets blowing horns, ranging in the scale 
from a jewsharp to acalliope, and in size from 
a flute toa telescope. Tally-hos, horses four- 
in-haud, abreast, and tandem, decked out in 
the Federal colors, hauled happy patriots 
about the streets. 3 
Indianapolitans were not alone in the fun. 
The surrounding towns had emptied into In- 
dianapolis. Danville was the first to re- 
spond. Shortly after 1 o’clock a dispatch 


reached Danville that Harrison had been 


nominated, and as that town is scarcely less 
loyal to him than is Indianapolis itself it be- 
came necessary to find some emphatic means 
of giving expression to the general joy. At 
this juncture some genius had a stroke of 
insviration and suggested that a special train 
for Indianapolis be brought into service. A 
hint was sufficient. Ira J. Chase, State Sen- 
ator Campbell, ana several moré of the boys 
rushed around the square collecting a dele- 
gation. An hour later a procession of 200 
yeiling, screaming, horn-blowing citizens of 
Danville, headed by a brass band, and 
chalked all over with the number 544—Har- 
rison’s vote in the convention—was march- 
ing about the streets of Indianapolis.

It would be difficult to describe the effect 
of the telegrams upon the convention. The 
Californians were all in their seats dogged 
and dejected. There wasno applause. For 
many the dispatches were not news. Their 
arrival had been quietly whispered about, 
and those to whom they had been confided 
had kept their contents faithfully. For the 
great mass of the delegates and all of the 
12,000 in the galleries the peremptory final 
withdrawal of the name of Blaine came wita 
the effect of achill wind. Many faces re- 
laxed with genuine affection and eyes glis- 
tened with tears. On others the expression 
was one of relief. But on none was there 
an air of jubilation. The depression which 
swiftly swept across the convention was 
mist-like in dampness and dimness. For a 
moment no attempt at business was made. 

Meanwhile Creed Haymond had recovered 
his energy. Far removed from the reporters 
and presumabiy safe in giving vent to his 
resentment against Boutelle, he had gathered 
around him a small compact mob of dele- 
gates to whom he was declaring that he 
wouid have Boutelle expelled from the con- 
vention.

This ap- 
parent unity was hailed with a cheer by the 
convention and the galleries, but it was a 
tepid cheer, men were too serious at that su- 
preme moment to make much ado about 
trifles even when they proved surprisingly 
agreeable.

The next ballot disclosed lines weakening 
in all directions. Henderson witndrew the 
name of Allison. It was known that the State 
would pass to Harrison, and the announce- 
ment was received with no marked demon- 
stration. Fragments broke ali through the 
South from Alger and Sherman, and the 
gains, although not sufficient to nominate, 
were enough to estabush the result moraily. 
The nomination was made upon the succeed- 
ing ballot, the Alger, Gresham, and Sherman 
forces gong down with their flags at the 
mast heads. Deserters were numerous 
enough to give Harrison nttle more than the 
necessary majority until after Pennsylvania 
was reached, when the delegates desirous of 
being in at the death voted pretty solidly for 
the Indiana nominee. It was observed that 
Perry Carson, who bad swung to Alger at an 
opportune moment, swung still further when 
the District of Columbia was reached on the 
final call. He swung clear over into the

HOW GRESHAM AND ALLISON WERE DE- 
FEATED. 

Tun Taipune ceased to feel confidence in 
Gresham’s nomination as soon as it discov- 
ered the power of a few great or crooked cor- 
porations in the convention. From the mo- 
ment that railroad attorneys and lobbyists 
from California, Nebraska, lowa, Wisconsin, 
and New York took their places in the con- 
vention and made their first display of 
strength in electing Thurston, the Union 
Pacific lobbyist, to the Temporary Chairman- 
ship, Gresham’s chances became clouded. 

When availability was thrown overboard 
and the agents of Gouldism infused into the 
delegates the foolish notion that the ultra- 
high tariff plank would elect anybody, no 
matter how unpopular, and pointed to Oregon 
in support of the stupid assertion, Taz Tum- 
UNE saw who was pulling the wires. Yet 
while the crooked railroad attorneys 
talked about the tariff plank elect- 
ing any one, even a wooden Indian, 
their acts belied their words. Some 
any ago Tus TRIBUNE said the real problem 
with the representatives of Gouldism in the 
convention was “how to defeat Gresham 
and yet secure a candidate who could be 
elected.” So it proved. They sought to per- 
form the work of their employer in accom- 
plishing the political assasination of Gresh- 
am, and yet wanted to secure themselves 
against the charge of betraying the Repub- 
lican party to a crushing defeat. 

Some of the most powerful forces in the 
convention might be enumerated thus: 

1. Jay Gould and the Wabash wrecking 
crew, thirsting for revenge against Gresham 
for removing from control of the “system” 


Gould’s right-hand man,Gen. G. M. Dodge, for- 


meriy of Iowa, who was on the ground early 
and was deep in the secrets of every anti- 
Gresham caucus. Little seen by the public, 
no man exercised a more potent influence on 
the result than Gould’s most efficient and 
capable lieutenant. Gouldism as arrayed 
against Gresham represented 200 millions of 
dollars of capital. 

2. Tne Central Pacific Stanford-Crocker- 
Huntington ring, with its able, plausible at- 
torney, Creed Haymond, at the head of the 
California delegation. This firm has in its 
possession 150 millions of railroad plunder 
which a President. of the Gresham stamp 
might compel it to disgorge. Naturally it 
fought hard to prevent the nomination of 
any such man. 

8. The Union Pacific Créait-Mobilier crowd, 
represented by Lawyer Thurston, who is 
shrewd, brainy, and nervy, and a packed 
delegation grossly misrepresenting the 
Granger State of Nebraska. This ring has 
150 million dollars worth of railroad Crédit 
Mobilier and other boodle to protect. Itis 
deeply in debt to the Goverment, draws 
dividends on debts which it never intends to 
pay during the lifetime of any human being 
now in existence. It wants Mr. David 
Litler’s free and easy eighty-year bill passed, 
which it knows Cleveland favors, and it 
feared that Gresham never would, as he is 
not that sort of man. Hence, it fought him 
to the death, using the power of the Glabaet 
State of Nebraska, nine-tenths of whose pop- 
ulation indorse him, to defeat Gresham. It 
now laughs like Mephistopheles over the suc- 
ceas of its schemes. 

4 Chauncey M. Depew, the ‘railroad attor- 
ney and official head of the great Vanderbilt 
railroad syndicate, with its 300 millions of 
capital and its doctrine of “the public be 
d—d." ‘With Depew as helpers were Tom 
Platt and Wood-Pulp Miller. 

5. The great Wisconsin railroads were rep- 
resented by Senator John C. Spooner, the 
well. trained railroad attorney, who manipu- 
lated the Wisconsin delegation and put its 
votes where they would do the most good.” 
And tne popular sentiment of the State for 

was ignored and disregarded with 
the utmost sang-froid. 

‘These were the leading representatives of 
corporate railroad monopoly, but with two or 
three exceptions there was hardly a delega- 
tion without a sprinkling of railroad attor- 
neys and lovbyists. The land-grant rings 
were also represented. They argued that a 
President like Gresham would have dis- 
charged Lamar and retained Sparks, and 
thus caused them to lose millions of acres of 
public land which they had grabbed in vio- 
lation of law, Lake ali the Gouldites who 
swarmed in from the East and West, they 
wanted no “d—d nasty particuiar honest“ 
Candidate, as they called Gresham—no man 
born in alog cabin and afflicted with bome- 
spun, Granger motions about honesty and in- 
tegrity. What great schemes of pelf and 
plunder might not such a man upset if in- 
trusted with the mighty powers of the Presi- 
dency? The Wabash decision showed Gresh- 
am’s spirit, ana it was time an example was 
made of him for the effect it would have on 
other Judges and public men.

TWO FREE-WHISKY PLANKS. 

It will strike many persons as somewhat 
singular that though the design of the planks 
of the Prohibition and the Republican plat- 
forms are widely different yet their éffect is 
practically the same—a movement in favor 
of free whisky.

The Prohibitionists woula have free whisky 
preliminary to the prohibition of its sale and 
manufacture, which could only be brought 
about by constitutional amendment, the 
adoption of which, even if the opposition 
were but slight, would take a longtime. In 
trying to secure the repeal of the internal 
revenue laws the Brohibitionists’ are actuat- 
ed by sentimental notions. In seeking the 
repeal of the same code the managers of the 
Chicago Convention were actuated by a de- 
sire to safeguard the cause of ultra-protec- 
tion to benefit certain business interests, 

The effect of both schemes, if carried out 
so far as whisky and its consumiption are 
concerned, would be precisely the same. 
With the internal-revenue laws repealed 
whisky would sell at about 25 cents a gallon, 
retailing at about three cents a drink. One 
can picture the demoralizing effect of this 
change.’ Yet the’ change is seriously pro- 
posed by persons who affect to represent the 
great Republican party and by the prohibi- 
tion faction of high moral, total abstinence, 
and puritanical principles 2 

It is true that the Frohiwitionists propose 


to make up the large deficit in revenue fot 


purposes of Government, which free whisky 
and free trade would cause, by imposing a 
tax ou assessable property—which is a some- 
what novel proposition at this time. The Re- 
publican Convention managers would resort 
almost entirely to import duties—make reve- 
nue from such duties incidental to their pro- 
tective purposes. The Prohibitionists favor 
the reduction of the preseat import duties, 
especially those on food, clothing, and other 
comforts and necessaries of life, which prac- 
tically means free trade. Thus the effect of 
both plans would be in the end the same—a 
heavy tax on the property and legitimate in- 
terests of the people and no tax on whisky, 
of which there would be a cheap and pienti- 
ful supuly to iftoxicate and debase the peo- 


ple, for there is no possibility that if the Pro- 


hibitionists should secure the abolition of the 
internal- revenue system they could subse- 
quently procure the adoption of a prohibitory 
constitutional amendment for a generation 
to come, which would be the only effectual 
prohibitory measure. a 

Sentimental crankism and monopolistic 
greed thus occupy common ground and pro- 
pose the use of the same weapons to carry 
out their purposes. 


MR. BLAINE’S FORTUNATE ESCAPE 

The insensate folly of the California dele- 
gation, backed by the efforts of other injuai- 
cious partisans, in trying to force the nom- 
ination of Mr. Blaine in spite of his thrice- 
expressed refusal to run fortunately was 
offset by the determined efforts of Mr. 
Blaine's more sensiole triends. Mr. Blaine’s 
stanchest friends in the convention 
were the men from Maine, and when 
Mr. Boutelle rose in the convention yester- 
day morning and read the dispatches to him- 
seif and Mr. Manley, received on the night 
previous and that morning, from Mr. Blaine 
himself, itsquelched the effort to force a 
nomination. They were as positive in their 
character as his Florence and Paris letters, 
and showed that he was thoroughly in 
earnest. I earnestly request all my friends 
to respect my Paria letter.” I think I have 
the right to ask my friends to respect my 
wishes and refrain from voting for me. 
Make this public as promptiy as possible.“ 
The instant burst of applause that greeted 
these mandatory messages not only showed 
that the audience and the majority of, the 
delegates believed Mr. Blaine in earnest, but 
it was another demonstration of their admir- 
ation for the great leuder, The California 
delegation went through the farce of once 
more voting for him, and thereby emphasized 
its folly, but the Biaine boom had collapsed. 

It is fortunate for Mr. Blaine that he had 
judicious, cool-headed, and sensible friends, 
and that they were strong enough to save 
him trom a fearful predicament. Had the 
Blaine boomers sprung his name, as they in- 
tended, upon the convention Saturday and 
cast the majority for him which they claimed 
te possess he would have been compelled to 
refuse the nomination, He could have taken 
no other course and preserved his personal 
honor.

WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Mayor Roche sent to the Common Council 
last evening the name of Mrs. Helen 
Mitchell for member of the School Board, 
vice Allan C. Story, whose term expires. 
This nominativn was made at the re- 
quest of large and influential delegations of 
excellent women in this city who, perhaps 


rightly, think that the supervision of our 


popular educational system has not been 
wisely intrusted to a board consisting en- 
tirely of men. The State laws have for years 
provided for the election and appointment of 
women as members of school boards. Wher- 
ever this law has been utilized the results 
have been satisfactory. Several women have 
been elected County Superintendents of 
Schools. They have performed their duties 
most effectively. In several districts in the 
Chicago suburbs women have been elected 
as members of school boards by popular vote. 
Their services have been most acceptable. 

In the city schools most of the principalships 
are held by women and all of the class teach- 
ers in the primary and grammar grades are 
of the gentler sex. More than halfof the high- 
school teachers and two of the assistant su- 
perintendents are women. It seems only 
proper under the circumstances that the 
women should have a representation on the 
Supervising Board. At least itis time that 
the experiment was tried. The County Com- 
missioners set the example of appointing a 
woman—Mrs. T. B. Carse—as member of the 
County Schoel Board some weeks ago. Mayor 
Roche has wisely followed that precedent. 

The other names sent to the Council 
last evening for members of the School 
Board to fill vacancies caused by the re- 
tirement of members whose terms have 
expired are Capt. D. F. Bremner, J. 
W. Fernald, and C. J. Sundell. Capt. 
Bremner is a veteran soldier, a Scotch- 
man by birth, anda Roman Catholic whose 
appointment will be entirely acceptable to 
the people of that faith of ail the nationalli- 
ties, Mr. Sundell is a representative Scandi- 
navian, while Mr. Fernald is a prominent 
business-man. Capt. Tom Brenan and Mr. 
Louis Nettlehorst have been reappointed. 

It is probable that another lady will soon 
be added to the membership of the board. 
The principal opposition to the appointment 
of a woman on the School Board has pro- 
ceeded, it is said, from the schoolma’ams, 
who fear that one ef their sex may be too 
censorious, exacting, and intermeddling. 
Experience will probably prove that those 
fears are not well founded.

His parents were of old New En- 
gland stock, and, although they were thrifty, as 
was the character of the New Englanders, they 
did not accumulate much wealth. When young

From 1878 to 1884 the London firm acted 
as the financial agents of the United States Gov- 
erument. The two firms took a leading position 
as members of the syndicate that negotiated 
United States bo in 2 of the 
Gener award of $15,000, and the 
Halifax ry award of $5,500,000. 
Mr, Morton has always taken an active interest 
in politics, and tho has never been known 
as an officeseeker he has ag the call of his tellow- 
citizens filled with honor several public — 
tions. In_1878 he was a nted Honorary Com- 
missioner to the Paris sitioa, and in the fall 
of the same year he was nominated and elected 
by the —1 * li¢an party to Congress. He was 
reélected in 1880. Du his service in the House 
of Representatives Morton was known 
as a careful and conservative thinker on all 
public questions, and his opinions were much re- 
spected by his fellow members. In the Repub- 
lican National Convention of 1880 Mr. Morton 
was a stanch ally of Roscoe Conkling. an advo- 
cate of the renomigation of Gen. Grant for a 
third term to the sidency, When the ** 
came and President Garfield was nominated, Mr. 
Morton was offered the secend place on the 
ticket. He declined the honor, and 
after the triumphant success of the 
ticket President Garfield offered him the port- 
follo of Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Morton 
alse declined the Cabinet offer, saying he pre- 
ferred to accept the Sa ntment of Minister to 
France, in which office was confirmed the 
Senate soon after t Garfield was inau- 
gurated. Mr, Morton's career as representative 
of the American Government the French 
Republic was one of which he may justly feel 
proud. No American Minister was ever more 
respected abroad. Through his intercessions 
the restrictions on the importation of Amer 
ican pork into France were removed and 
American corporations received a le status 
in France. Since the expiration of term as 
Minister to France Mr. Morton has had no offi- 
cial position. Mr. Morton's private life is exem- 
plary. Inthe winter he occupies a 1a man- 
sion at No. 88 Fifth avenue, now the residence of 
Alien Thorndike Rice, In the summer he re- 
sides at his summer seat Emlerslié, at Rhine- 
beck on the Hudson. His wife, a remarkably 
beautiful and accomplished woman, is several 
years his junior. She bas aiways been most pop- 
ular in society: Levi F. Morton is a typical 
American and a protectionist to the core.
